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MOTHER STILL HOPES SON 
WILL RETURN FROM BATAAN

A. mother’s lamp still burns in 
the window for the return of her 
soldier son and the flame of her 
hope is bright through gloomy 
months of silence as Mrs. W, O, 
Patrick of New Home community, 


near Enterprise, awaits knowl- 
edge of the fate of her son, Wal- 


ter, last heard from on Bataan, 

Perhaps the rice fields of Luzon 
were reminiscent of the sunny 
cotton fields of Alabama, where 
he had so often followed the plow, 
for he wrote his mother he liked 
the outdoor life, 

A nurse in the U. S, Army Air 
Corps, young Patrick was on du- 
ty in a field hospital where cots 
were under the open sky, It was 
just such a hospital as was 
blasted by the explosion of Jap- 
anese bombs, sending beds and 
patients toward high heaven like 
bits of chaff before a storm, 


The mother reasons that her 
son escaped because news ac- 
counts stated that doctors and 
nurses were unscathed and were 
removed to the rocky fortress of 
Corregidor. She knows the sup- 
ply of drugs ran out and that her 
son had none with which to treat 
the men brought to his hospital, 
exhausted from loss of sleep and 
from eating mule meat and rice 
exclusively, that the patients were 
ravaged with malaria and Orien- 
tal dysentery, but she has bravely 
kept doubt out of her mind, 


This week she was rewarded 
with a letter posted by the Navy, 
May 22. An old letter, it is true, 
but a voice across the sea and 
maybe more will follow soon, 

The letter was written Feb, 14, 
from the field in Bataan and said 
in part: “I am just fine. Couldn't 
be better. I like living out in the 
open and so far as I am concern- 
ed, there is no war going on,” 

“I had to quit keeping my di- 
ary here because should I be cap- 
tured it might supply the enemy 
with dangerous information. Our 
letters are all censored so I can’t 
write much, I can’t even send my 
address and if you get this you 
will be lucky. We are fortunate 
even to be able to write. 


“T have not been paid but once 
since the, war started and you get 
the news better than I do. What 
we hear are rumors. There are a 
lot of questions I would like to 
ask about the family. You and 
Dad, the Kids, Grandma and 
Granddad, Aunt Foye, but you 
probably couldn’t answer them. 
Don’t even try to write. There 
is no use. 

“It seems like years since I 
left the States. I sure wish I 
could see you all again. Today is 
Valentine’s, Wish I could send 
you one. I hope you got my 
Christmas cards. Maybe the next 
time I can write more.” 


In a letter beginning: ‘Dear 
Mom,” written from Fort Mc- 
Dowell, Angel Island, just before 
sailing Nov. 1, he sent home word 
pictures written on thin air mail 
paper. The beauty of the shore 
line at San Francisco, the blue 
and red lights on the Golden Gate 
Bridge; the rugged “Rock,” Al- 
catraz and the thrill of circling a 
mountain by train enroute. The 
slight, 112 lb. farm boy enjoyed 
the luxury of Pullman cars while 
crossing seven states. He advised 
kis mother that he was bound for 
foreign service but wasn’t sorry 
and that his destination was 
“Plum, wherever that is’” 

Those mothers who have laid 
awake nights wondering ahout 
their sons on troop ships will fird 
the diary of his crossing interest- 
ing: 

“Saturday, Nov, 1—Today is the 
big day. The day that we saii 
for the Philippine Islands. We goi 
on an army transport at Angei 
Island and sailed to San Francis- 
co at 10 a. m. There we boarded 
a luxury liner. Oh, boy, it sure 
is a fine ship, one of the finest that 
sails the Pacific. Well, we are 
off and it is about 1 p. m. Sure 
hope I won't get sick, but am 
afraid I will. Well, I went to 
bed and have just got up. Boy. 
am I sick! I didn’t eat any din- 
ner. I don’t think I will ever 
want anything else to eat. Am I

“We were in some staterooms 
but the non-coms of other outfits 
ran us out. It is just as good 
where we are. I have to walk 
two or three miles hunting a4 
room every time I leave it. | 
get lost every time I turn around. 
It is such a large ship. There 
are about 3,000 soldiers besides 


some civilians and the crew of 
170.” 
“Monday, Nov, 3— This has 


been a better day. I feel much 
better and have eaten two good 
meals, I have just been to the 
show. They have a moving pic- 
ture show on this ship and it is 
free, (We went to the theatre ey- 
ery night at Angel Island.) There 
is a swimming pool here, too, It 
will open tomorrow if the weather 
is warm enough. We had a fire 
and boat drill today, but hope we 
will not need them.” 

“Tuesday, Noy. 4— Nothing 
much to write about today. Saw 
a good picture at the show, ‘Blood 
and Sand.’ This ship has every- 
thing you need—barber shop, the- 
atre, three or four canteens, It 
is a 33,000-ton ship. Some folks 
on here are gambling. It is late 
and I am getting sleepy.” 

“Wednesday, Nov. 5— Every- 
thing has been fine today. I made 
some pictures up on deck, O, yes, 
I received a letter from you the 
day I took ship (the diary was 
kept for his mother.) We have 
a plane which comes and lands on 
the ship every night, bringing 
mail. We can’t send any mail 
out. The plane would be flooded 
with letters if we did. I got a 
letter from Foye Monday. I guess 
we will get to Honolulu tomor- 
row. Maybe I can mail this 
then. I am going to the show, so 
will close. Write me as soon as 
you get this.”

Welfare Dept. 
Has Many New 


R . eye,.? 
esponsibilities 
The war has created a whole 
new set of responsibilities for the 
Coffee County Department of 
Public Welfare, Mrs, Grace M, 
Ebert, Director, said today in re- 
leasing her statistical report for 
the month of May, “These new 
responsibilities,” she declared, ‘‘to- 


gether with the hardships created 
for the low income families by 
higher living costs, are adding ma- 
terially to the work of the agen- 
cy.” 

The many investigations of 
doubtful cases of dependency 
made at the request of Selective 
Service Boards in Coffee County, 
since November, 1940, were cited 
by Mrs. Ebert as one of these re- 
sponsibilities which, though wil- 
lingly assumed as a patriotic du- 
ty, has consumed a large percen- 
tage of the administrative time 
of the agency. The total ofe 36 
such investigations made in May 
will doubtless continue to increase 
with the enlargement of ‘the 
armed forces, 

Participation in civilian defense 
programs through cooperation 
with the Coffee County Defense 
Council was cited by the Direc- 
tor as another war job of the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, 

Likewise, the public welfare 
agency is giving a large block of 
time to community endeavors to 
meet wartime needs in Coffee 
County, Mrs. Ebert said, pointing 
cut that Miss Rebecca Boozer, the 
Child Welfare Community Work- 
er on the department staff, is ac- 
tive on Red Cross Home Service 
Committee. Miss Harriett Neal 
Key (the child welfare worker) 
and Miss Lucile Campbell (the 
case worker) also work closely 
with other county agencies, in- 
cluding the County Health De- 
partment and County Council in 
attempting to strengthen commu- 
nity resources during this period 
of stress and strain, 

In enumerating some of the 
hardships faced by low income 
families because of rising living 
costs, the Director pointed to the 
average grants of $8.98 in Coffee 
County for the month of May 
paid to the 353 public assistance 
recipients now on the DPW rolls. 
“Not only are food prices far 
higher than they have been since 
World War I,’ Mrs. Ebert em- 
phasized, ‘but rents in some 
parts of Coffee County have gone 
up as much as 10 to 50 per cent, 
commodities are fewer than they 
have been, and clothes prices 
have advanced,” 

In recognition of this fact, the 
Coffee Coounty Welfare Depart- 
ment is trying to adjust grants 
of individual families to  helr 
meet some of these climbing 
prices, Mrs, Ebert stated, adding 
that this is possible only as local 
funds are available to match 
State and Federal funds, 

“Few people on the public as- 
sistance rolls in this county are 
employable,” the Director contin- 
ued, as 242 or 68 per cent are 
over 65, 79 are mothers with de- 
pendent children, 5 are blind and 
in need, 25 are physically or men- 
tally handicapped, while two re- 
ceived boarding home care. 

The Director's report showed 
that a total of $3,169.00 was paid 
out in May to these needy people 
in Coffee County, and that 40,280 
pounds of surplus commodities 
were distributed, with 1,542 Ibs, 
of commodities being used in the 
school lunch program,

With production of certain ar- 
ticles using essential war mate- 
rials banned for the duration and 
output of others curtailed, some 
folks may wonder what it all 


amounts to. The answer is that 
while many of the individual items 
appear insignificant,they add up to 
an impressive total, The same is 
true of the salvage campaign, in 
which patriotic Alabamians are 
asked to gather in discarded metal 
and rubber, so precious for the 
war effort, 

The Alabama State Defense 
Council has recently received from 
OCD headquarters a detailed list- 
ing showing how the American 
people can contribute ‘to victory 
by doing without some of the 
things they have been accustomed 
to, and by salvaging waste:

Will you please print a few lines 
to the people back home for me, 
Dear Folks: When you last 


heard from me I was at Fort 
Sheridan, Illinois, but now, here 
I am on the West Coast in Cali- 


fornia, near San Francisco, I ar- 
rived here this morning at six 
o'clock, I was promoted to Staff 
Sergeant and sent here on a 
cadre to form the 199th Military 
Police Battalion, There were 108 


men and four officers in this 
cadre, 

We left Fort Sheridan Sunday 
night at 9:30 and arrived here 


this morning at six o'clock. Sure 
was a long, tiresome trip. We 
came through Kansas City, the 
gateway to the West, part of 
Oklahoma, the Panhandle and 
Amorilla, Texas, crossed the Rio 
Grande into New Mexico, came all 
the way across the center of New 
Mexico and Arizona, crossed the 
Colorado River into California, 
crossed a desert. We rode two 
days and one night through moun- 
tains and desert country. 

We have a nice fort out here 
located near the coast and a chain 
of mountains on one side, I think 
I will take a hike Sunday to the 
top of these mountains. I think 
maybe I will be able to see ‘Tokyo 
or what's left of the Japanese 
fleet, I may be lucky enough to 
get*a Jap scalp yet. TI would like 
to take one back home with me, 
When this war is over we will 
have those Japs eating out of our 
hands. They will pay dearly for

IRISH POTATOES SHOULD 
BE HARVESTED PROPERLY 


AUBURN, Ala.—The best time 
to dig spring Irish potatoes is 
When the leaves have turned 
brown and while the stems are 
still green. Potatoes left in the 
ground longer than this will not 
store well. 

In advising farmers how to dig 
and store their potatoes, L, M. 
Ware, horticulturist, Alabama 
Hxperiment Station, suggests: 

1, Follow the plow and pick up 
the potatoes immediately after 
they are turned up. Place in- 
stead of throwing potatoes into 
the containers. 

2. Expose the potatoes to the 
sun as little as possible after dig- 
ging. Exposure to sun _ causes 
rotting in storage. 

3. Store the bushel or smaller 
crates that permit free circulation 
of air. Orange crates make ideal 
containers, 

4. Place crates.in a cool, dark 
and dry place for storage. 

5. Store only good sized, sound 
potatoes, 


Many homemakers are adding 
more shelves, more pantry space 
and more cellars to take care of 
the extra food they are growing 
to store this year.

THE TASK COMMITTED TO THE 
DISCIPLES 
LESSON TEXT—Matthew 
Mark 16:14-20; Luke 24:49-53, 
GOLDEN TEXT—Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature,—Mark 16:15, 


28:16-20; 


Witnesses of the resurrection— 
that privilege of the disciples car- 
ried with it the responsibility of de- 
claring the good news of completed 
redemption to all the nations of the 
earth. In doing so they were des- 
tined to meet opposition and unbe- 
lief, to feel weariness and to know 
discouragement, So the Lord, be- 
fore leaving this world for His pres- 
ent ministry at the Father's right 
hand (Mark 16:19; Heb. 7:25), pre- 
pared them by giving them a divine 
commission, which they accepted 
and acted upon with the assurance 
of His power and blessing. The les- 
son is summarized in the words, 
“Go ye’ (Matt, 28:19); ‘They went 
forth’’ (Mark 16:20); “And He... 
blessed them" (Luke 24:50). 

I. “Go Ye” (Matt, 28:16-20). 

God's plans are never small plans. 
World evangelization, nothing less, 
was the goal He had in mind, and 
to which Christ commissioned this 
little group of humble folk who were 
His disciples. It was not only a 
great commission, but a daring one. 

Back of such marching orders 
there must be authority and power 
—and Christ had them (y. 18)—all 
power and all authority. No need 
to measure or compare, for His is 
the ultimate and complete authority, 
This is the One who said, ‘‘Come 
unto me”; then, ‘Follow me, and 
I will make you fishers of men,” and 
who now says, ‘'Go,'"’ If we heed 
one command, should we not abso- 
lutely obey the others? 

The message is His message, the 
gospel (Mark 16:15). It is the only 
message! The witnesses of Christ 
are not called to educate and civilize 
the heathen without winning them to 
Christ. To do so is only to prepare 
stronger and more skillful ene- 
mies of all that we count holy, 

But a great program means noth- 
ing if it is not carried out; a great 
commission is only words unless it 
is accepted and obeyed. We read 
of the disciples that— 

II. ‘They Went Forth’ (Mark 16: 
14-20). 

The call and command are given 
in this passage. The power is made 
clear and somewhat in detail, but 
the significant thing is that they 
actually went forth to preach, 

The response of these early Chris- 
tians was immediate and enthusi- 
astic. Would that such a spirit had 
characterized the church through all 
the generations since then, for if it 
had, the commission would long 
since have been carried out, Dr, 
R. A, Torrey has estimated that if 
everyone in a church of 2,000 were 
to win one soul a year, and each 
convert win one soul each year, the 
world would be evangelized in less 
than 35 years. 

But while on the whole the church 
has failed, there have been valiant 
souls all down through its history 
who have given themselves to the 
business of soul-winning. With them, 
as with these of the first century, 
the secret is ever ‘The Lord work- 
ing with them.” We read that as 
He was leaving this earth and His 
disciples, He lifted up His hands— 

Hil. “And He... Blessed Them” 
(Luke 24:49-53), 

God has always honored those who 
in faith have obeyed His command. 
The waole history of missionary en- 
deavor bears eloquent testimony to 
that fact, 

Sometimes we marvel at the suc- 
cess of a great movement, such as 
that founded by John Wesley. The 
answer is that God found a man, or 
a little group of men or women, will- 
ing to take Him at His word and 
step out in earnest purpose to obey 
Him. “For forty years John Wesley 
carried on his mission of canvass- 
ing for Christ ‘as a parliamentary 
candidate canvasses for votes in his 
constituency in the strenuous three 
weeks before an election’’’ (Ar- 
nold’s Commentary), Little wonder 
that with the blessing of Christ upon 
his work brings joy to many even 
to this day. 

Note that the disciples who had 
been made sad and despondent by 
their parting with Christ at Cal- 
vary now went away in joy. The 
joy of the Lord is the strength of 
the Christian worker, It gives 
him abundant grace and power in 
the hour of need and makes him a 
fruitful servant,

RURALISTS OWN 40 PER 
CENT OF MOTOR VEHICLES 


MONTGOMERY, Ala, — Forty 
per cent of all the motor vehicles 
in the United States are owned 
by farmers and residents of 
towns having a population of 
2,500 or less, according to a sur- 
vey made by the U. S. Public 
Roads Administration. 

“Of the 31,925,791 vehicles reg- 
istered in 1939, persons residing in 
unincorporated areas owned 9,- 
436,273, or 29.6 per cent,” says 
the administration’s report, “Res- 
incorporated , places 
having a population of less than 
1,000 owned 1,642,706 vehicles, 
while 1,755,007 were owned in 
places having a population of 
1,001 to 2,500, The residents of 
these three population groups, 
which include 43.6 per cent of the 
total population of the country, 
owned 40.2 per cent of the regis- 
tered vehicles. 

“However, the percentage of ve- 
hicles owned in the two smallest 
classes of incorporated places, 
which include all those places 
having a population of less than 
2,500 persons, exceeds the per- 
centage of population residing in 
these two groups. Of the total 
population of the country, 8.1 per 
cent resides in these groups, while 
10.6 per cent of the vehicles were 
owned by these groups.”

NICOTINE WITH WEEVIL 
MIXTURES GETS APHIDS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Cotton farm- 
ers in Alabama can protect their 
crops from aphids as well as from 
boll weevils when they dust with 
calcium arsenate, if they include 
a little nicotine sulphate in the 
dust mixture, according to W. A. 
Ruffin, extension entomologist. 

Dusting with calcium arsenate 
is an effective method of control- 
ling boll weevils, but its use of- 
ten stimulates a build-up of cot- 
ton aphids. The aphids some- 
times become abundant enough to 
seriousy reduce the gains from 
weevil control. 

Entomologists of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture have 
found that the addition of one per 
cent nicotine to the calcium arse- 
nate dust each time the cotton is 
dusted will keep the aphids as 
well as the boli weevils under con- 
trol. Or it can be used in the 
calcium arsenate in every other 
dusting by adding 2 per cent nic- 
ctine. One quart of liquid 40% 
nicotine sulphate thoroughly mix- 
ed with 100 pounds of calcium ar- 
senate will make a 4% nicotine 
dust. 


The best way to eradicate John- 
son grass is to turn it under dur- 
ing hot weather in August and 
September, reports K. G. Baker, 
manager of the Black Belt Ex- 
periment Station.

Word of the inereased funds 
which will be available in the 
county for the next school year, 
a total of $186,118, as compared 
With $166,297 during the 1941-42 
school year, was received recently 
from Governor Frank M. Dixon 
and Dr, Albert H, Collins, State 
Superintendent of Wducation, 

The announcement followed a 
Special meeting of the State Board 
of HWducation at Montgomery, call- 
ed by the Governor to increase 
teachers’ salaries, The 10 per 
cent minimum raises will come 
from a $1,500,000 general fund 
surplus already appropriated by 
the Legislature for school use, 

The board voted to ask Gover- 
nor Dixon to call a special session 
of the Sparks Legislature, after 
the November election, to appro- 
priate from the anticipated $8,- 
700,000 surplus in the special ed- 
ucational trust fund for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

1. To add a month to present 
seven-month school terms, at an 
estimated cost of $2,541,00 yearly. 

2. To provide $250,000 in free 
textbooks for elementary grades, 

3. To increase the teacher re- 
tirement fund by the sum of 
$400,000, 

4. To provide funds for “higher 
institutioons of learning and vo- 
cational education” as the situa- 
tion calls for, 

5. To hold the remainder of the 
surplus as a reserve for assuring 
maintenance of the school pro- 
gram through the next four years, 
“provided, however, that if said 
Surplus is more than sufficient to 
provide for the foregoing, such 
additional surplus shall be applied 
to further increasing allotments 
for teachers’ salaries,” 

“Where 8-month terms already 
prevail, local school boards will 
have the option of using the in- 
creased funds to increase teach- 
ers’ pay over and above the ap- 
proximate 10 per cent raise for 
which funds are being provided,” 
the Governor pointed out.
